WAGES HERE AND 


ABROAD 


HE American factory worker ts 


receiving wages tha purchas- 


ing power ot which is above the 
wages paid In any other country of 
the world. The British Ministry of 
Labor has made a computation o£ 
the amount ot food which the 
wages of workers In different cities 
of the world will purchase. 
In 


the following table the purchasing 
power of wages In London is taken 
as 100, and the purchasing power 
of wages In other cities is shown 
as percentages of this figure. The 
table indicates that the worker In 
New York can buy more than 
twice as much food with his wages 
than can the worker In London, 
while the worker In Berlin or 
.Vienna can buy only a little more 
than half as much with his dally 
wage as tho worker In London, 
or only one-fourth as much aa the 
worker In New York.
